AL1. OR NOTHING. 
C ongressm an F elton’s R ill to Shat Ont 
M ongolians E ntirely. 
[Copyrifid, 1087, by the California Associated J’ras. 1 
W ashington, December 14th.—Repre­ 
sentative Felton has determined to intro­ 
duce into the House at the earliest moment 
his bill to prohibit the immigration of 
Chinese. His bill only differs from Mitch­ 
ell’s absolute exclusion bill iu that Felton’s 
measure provides for the stoppage of all 
immigration, in conformity with treaty 
provisions, while Mitchell’s measure ig­ 
nores all treaty agreements, and provides 
for an immediate cessation of immigration. 
Felton’s hill will give notice to the Chi­ 
nese Empire of the termination of those 
clauses of the treaty affecting immigration 
on and after June, 1889. Mr. Felton says 
that, while he has the highest respect for 
the opinion ol Justices Sawyer and Hoff­ 
man, as expressed in their letter to Repre­ 
sentative Morrow, he does not think 
that 
there 
can 
be 
any 
solu­ 
tion 
of 
the 
Chinese 
question 
that does not involve total prohibition. 
That prohibition, however, he wishes to 
obtain with due respect to the laws and 
treaty obligations of the Government. He 
is satisfied that what Sawyer and Hoffman 
advise will not cure the evil of Chinese im ­ 
migration, as their recommendation only 
applies to shipping ports, while it is a well- 
known fact that large numbers of Chinese 
are coming into the country overland from 
British Columbia on the north and Mexico 
on the South. 
The provisions of the bill introduced by 
Felton in the last Congress will be changed 
so that if a Chinaman is found without 
his certificate of registration he shall be 
sent out of the country.

An A gent Sent to In vestigate the Condi­ 
tion of C herokee Aflairs. 
[Copyright, 1SS7, by the California Associated Press) 
W ashington, December 14th. — Special 
Indian Inspector Armstrong, who has beeu 
on leave since his return from the Crow 
Agency, left to-day for Indian Territory 
under hurried orders from the Secretary of 
the Interior. Bushyhead, the head of the 
National party in the Cherokee Nation, has 
telegraphed the Government for aid in se­ 
curing his alleged rights as Chief, and Agent 
Owen, of Union Agency, also telegraphs 
that there is urgent need for interference on 
the part of the Government, if peace is to 
be maintained in the Territory. 
Armstrong’s orders are to investigate 
fully the state of aff airs, and report whether 
things have reached such an extremity as 
to demand interference of the Government 
under the clause of the treaty with the 
Cherokee Nation in which the Government 
guarantees protection from outside enemies 
and freedom from domestic discord. The 
War Department has also been requested 
to have troops in readiness to push forward 
into the Cherokee Nation, in case the In­ 
spector reports a necessity therefor. 
From all information to be gathered here, 
it seems that Chief Mayes, who has been 
defeated, was really elected, although ul­ 
terior means were taken to seat him. A 
majority of the Legislature, is wilh Bushy- 
head, who lias been acting as Chief up to 
this time, and are determined to oppose the 
establishment of a Mayes Government. 


K EEP THEM BACK. 
G eneral P rovisions of S en ato r R eag an ’s 
Im m ig ra n t B ill. 
W ashington, December 14tb.—The bill 
introduced to-day by Senator Reagan to 
regulate immigration authorizes the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury to appoint an Inspector 
of immigration, to be stationed at such 
ports of entry as he may deem proper. Be­ 
fore any immigrant shali be allowed to 
land the masler ci the vessel shall produce 
a ceriiiicate for each immigrant, certifying 
that lie is not deported for crime, is not a 
pauper, lunatic or idiot, not in charge of 
blood relations or authorized guardians, is 
not an assisted immigrant, and is not un­ 
der contract to labor in the United States. 
Bonds shall be given as a guarantee against 
the indiscriminate issuing of certificates on 
the part of any steamship company, it is 
made unlawful for any person interdicted 
by the provisions of this Act to enter the 
United States, or for any transportation 
company to bring him to this country. 


A SH ER ID A N BOOM . 
M ovem ent to P u sh “ L ittle P h il” to th e 
F ro n t for PreH ident. 
W ashington, December 14th. — The 
movement to pusli General Phii Sheridan 
ahead of Blaine at the Republican Conven­ 
tion on June 14th, and nominate the hero 
of Cedar Creek tor President of the United 
States lias at last assumed a tangible form. 
Notwithstanding Sheridan’s expressed de­ 
termination to accept no such honor under 
any circumstances, and a disinclination to 
discuss politics with his most intimate 
friends, it is becoming gradually known in 
Washington. Many prominent leaders and 
statesmen in the Republican party have 
dispatched agents to the West, Northwest, 
South and Southwest to sound people there 
on the policy of taking Sheridan as the Re­ 
publican candidate. 


EVERYTHING GOES. 
A Civil .Service C om m issioner V iolating 
Civil Service R ules. 
W ashington, 
December 14th.— Civil 
Service Commissioner Oberly has got him ­ 
self in trouble again. It seems that he is 
very desirous of the promotion of a certain 
female clerk, although an interview was 
published with him in which he said all 
the lady clerks should be dismissed from 
the service, because they were unfit to hold 
positions. The particular female clerk in 
question passed the limited examination, 
and finally the general examination to get 
into the departmental service. She lias 
done so twice, and twice the Commissioner, 
it is said, tried to get her promoted, and 
tailed. 
He made a third attempt the other day 
in the Treasury, going to the chief of the 
division and making a demand in a per­ 
emptory way. The chief called Oberly s 
attention to the fact that the Commissioner 
was violating rule ten of the civil service 
regulations, which reads as follows:

British Parliament have crossed the ocean j 
to tell the story of the wrongs of Ireland. : 
They are here for the purpose of ascertain­ 
ing the sentiments of the American people 
upon this great question which is now oc­ 
cupying tlie attention of men all over the 
civilized world. We have assembled this 
evening for the purpose of saying that the 
cause of Ireland is the cause of America and 
the cause of humanity itself. If we are 
called upon to choose between expressing 
our sympathies for Great Britain or Ireland 
in this contest, no American citizen 
will long hesitate as to what his 
preference 
shall 
be. 
Great 
Britain 
should not forget that seven millions of | 
people determined to be free can never be 
enslaved. Great Britain should not forget 
three millions of people in the original 
thirteen colonies revolted and achieved an 
independence for less provocation than the 
seven millions of Irish people have endured 
for centuries.” He did uot desire to intrude 
upon the comity of any nation, bnt he 
could not forget that a brutal and degraded 
British soldiery, within the memory of 
men who might now be within the hearing 
of his voice, had sacked this Capital. He 
could not forget that in every crisis in 
American history we have to contend with 
the ill-will and malevolence of Great 
Britain. England consorted with the South 
and equivocated with the North, and in­ 
dulged in everything short of actual hostil­ 
ity to secure the downfall of the American 
Union. During that awful period there 
was not a battle for American liberty which 
was not illustrated by Irish valor and con­ 
secrated by Irish blood. 
O'CONNOR SPEAKS. 
He then introduced O’Connir, who was 
received with cheers. He said he was sen­ 
sible of the greatness and sacredness of the 
cause which he had the honor to repre­ 
sent. Here in Washington, the headquar­ 
ters of freedom—the Capital of the grandest 
and freest community the world had ever 
seen—no cause which was not just could 
call for such eulogy. Ireland was attempt­ 
ing by force of organized public opinion; 
by constitutional and peaceful means, to 
secure the repeal—not of law—but of a 
conquest. Mr. O’Connor spoke eloquently 
of tlie wrongs endured by Ireland during the

They had come here to thank 
America for her past aid, and to ask for it 
until the crisis now impending bad passed. 
After remarks by Senator Hawley, strong 
resolutions of sympathy with Ireland were 
adopted.

For this service, the statem ent is, the Govern­ 
m ent have undertaken to endow rielilv the 
Catholic University and to receive tn Envoy 
from the Pope, aud to send an Embassador to 
the Vatican. The Unionists boast that this ar­ 
rangem ent will enable them to overcome the 
Nationalist party iu Ireland. The programme 
is all troublesome. The leaders of tlie National 
movement are to be got under lock and kev, the 
priests to be silenced and compelled to 'leave 
tlie Leagues, and Irish discontent to be finallv 
allayed, with the co-operation ol Unionist 
Bisliois, aud by a general endowment to tlie 
Catholic Uuiversity. 
1 will not presume, at this stage, to ssy 
what aniount of truth there is in the rumor 
to which the correspondent refers, but 
Government circles are circulating this 
rumor very confidently.

Our contemporary might have gone still 
further and have added, that as intellect­ 
uality and mental power are unequal in 
men and must always lie so, and as these 
lie back of and direct human energy and 
measures its capacity aud limits, the pro­ 
ducts of labor-energy can no more be 
equally and justly distributed than can 
the intellectual ability to direct, control 
aud determine the power of labor. 
“ The cigarette heart ” is an addition to 
the nomenclature of affections of the hu­ 
man system. It is said ihnt of thirty-two 
young men recently examined for admis­ 
sion to West Point twenty-three were re­ 
jected as physically unsound, having “ the 
cigarette heart." We can feel no sympa 
thy for these fellows. Young men so fa­ 
vored by fortune anil friends as to become 
candidates for cadetship at the United 
States Military Academy, and deliberately 
throw all their hopes to the winds by in­ 
dulgence in a habit they know is ruinous 
to health and breaks down the most robust 
constitution, are not entitled to sympathy. 
I.et them go to the dogs and lietter men 
take their places. The sooner these cigar­ 
ette burdens to their friends—which they 
are sure to become iu time—are out of the 
way and give room for healthful, strong 
and clean youug men, the better. 
Tiie New York Prem well savs of the 
President’s plan, that to put coal and iron 
on the free list will be a cruelty to miners. 
“ Their wages cannot be increased thereby, 
and they are already scaled down low 
enough." No, too, the reduction of the 
duty upon clothing will increase the im­ 
portation of ready-made garments, anil as 
a consequence reduce the wages of tailors 
of both sexes. That such reduction is 
beneficial to the country because it will 
protit the consumer somewhat,is not logical 
because in the prosecution of his indus­ 
tries the eonsumer is dependent, in a very 
large measure, upon the prosperity of the 
wage-winner. 
POLICE COURT. 
A Lively Session —Charges of a Serious 
M ature M ade by Charles Dodge. 
The first case called oa the Police Court 
calendar by fudge Buckley yesterday was 
that of George llitchell. The bailiff.called 
the defendants name at the window three 
times, and upon receiving no answer 
Mitchell’s deposit was declared forfeited. 
The next case was that of Chas. Dodge, 
charged with grand larceny, but it being l 
important one, it .was set aside until the 
rest of the calendar hud been called. 
Press Hawkins, au old standby in the 
Police Court, stood up and received his 
sentence, having been previously convicted 
of vagrancy. The City Attorney was moved 
by the pleading look of the defendant, and 
asked to have the charge of vagrancy re­ 
duced to that of drunk. The request was 
granted, and tlie defendant sentenced to 
pay a tine of $7, or in default the usual 
Ah 
alternai.ve. 
At their own requout. ah 
Jung, charged with battery, and Yung 
Hop, arrested for assault with a deadly 
weapon, had their cases continued an til 
next Saturday. Louise Morin stood up to 
receive her sentence for battery. Major 
Anderson made a few reararkx’in the de­ 
fendant's behalf, and asked that the Court 
use leniency in the case, the defeudant be­ 
ing really not the guilty party. Tea dollare 
or ten days was the sentence imposed. Iu 
behalf of Eugene Moonev, who turi pre­ 
viously plead guilty to petty larceny. Major 
Anderson asked that defendant be allowed 
to withdraw his plea of guilty and move 
for a new tria!. I he request was complied 
with. and after reviewing the facts of the 
case the prisoner was discharged. 
The Dodge case was then resumed. On 
motion of the Cilv Attorney the charge of 
grand larceny was reduced 'to that of em­ 
bezzlement. 
The first witness sworn was .Albert M. 
Johnson, the plaintiff He testified that be 
ami W. S. Kendall had possession of a few 
notes, and had employed Charles Dodge as 
agent to collect the same. A verbal e x ­ 
tract was made, in which it was understood 
jbat Dodge was to receive as commission 


331 pet cant, ol the amount of tile bill, and 
was to ¡oeai bis own expenses. The de- 
fetidr.nt then went to Red Bind, and hire- 
tng an attorney there, succeeded in obtain­ 
ing the amount of the note, but the law- j 
Sir’s fees were $25. Witness said that 
odge hail never paid the amount over un­ 
til yesterday morning, when b8 wrote a 
pi omissory note for $227. Witness wrote 
letters to "defendant demanding payment 
several times, and also since the arrest. 
Defendant had never at any tíme previmos 
to yesterday morning offered to make a set­ 
tlement Dodge said once that he would 
not pay it. and at another time that he had 
not the money to square the bill. 
Lincoln White, defendant’s attorney, 
asked of the witness “who were the origi­ 
nal owners of the notes.” The witness ob­ 
jected to the question, claiming that it was 
irrelevant and incompetent. Defendant's 
attorney said he merely wished to prove 
that the notes were fraudulent, anil that 
defendant did not make the return believ­ 
ing that he would be arrested for demand­ 
ing payment of the same. The Court sus­ 
tained the objection. 
J. M. Sullivan, day jaiier at the police 
station, was next sworn by the prosecution. 
He testified that he had arrested Dodge and 
that the latter had told him about the 
transaction. Dodge said to him : “ It was 
thieves against thieves and 
I DID T11E BOVS ci*.” 
Defendant also said that he had collected 
the money for the notes, and had since 
learned that they were worthless. Witness 
rather sympathized with the defendant and 
tried to help him along. 
The prosecution rested the case here, end 
immediately Mr. White, defendant's attor­ 
ney, moved that an order of dismissal be 
made, as the prosecution had failed to make 
their case. After a little debate. Mr. John­ 
son, the prosecuting witness, said he would 
he willing to dismiss the case, as, like every­ 
body else, he cared for nothing but his 
money, and that having been paid he was 
satisfied. 
Counsel for the defendant then arose and 
demanded that the case be further heard, as 
defendant did not want to be dismissed as 
a favor, but wanted the verdict of the Court 
as evidence of his innocence. 
Charles Heiseti was then placed on the 
stand for the defense, and, in proof that de­ 
fendant had money, stated that Dodge had 
deposited sums of"money with him (llei- 
sen) amounting to about $270. 
The defendant was then sworn, and testi­ 
fied as to his going to Red Bluff to collect 
the notes. He stated that he did get $225, 
$25 being used as a fee for the attorney who 
assisted in securing the payment. 
He 
afterwards found that this note and others 
that he had received payment for were 
worthless, though he did not believe that 
Mr. Johnson, the owner, kuew of that fact. 
He thought he would get 
“ INTO A SEA OF TROUBLE,” 
And, therefore, was afraid to make known 
his whereabouts. He was about to write a 
letter to Mr. Johnson aud, iu order that 
his whereabouts might not be known, to 
send it to his brother in Auburn, who in 
turn would forward it from there to Sacra­ 
mento. He was, however, arrested before 
he got time to mail the documents. The 
letters were offered in evidence. 
The following letter was also put in evi­ 
dence : 
Auburn, November 18, 1S87. 
Albert M. Johnson, Eta : Yours received and 
contents noted. I shall call and see you on 
Monday next. 1 have received the money on 
the Ryan note. I have received a letter from 
Mrs. Garrison, at Modesto, threatening me with 
arrest unless I return to her the money I col­ 
lected from her last September on her and her 
husband's notes. Either you, Kendall or Ilall 
have made a damned fool move iu the matter, 
and I now look for nothing hut a sea of trouble 
in the near future to come, f shall make no 
move until I sec you iu the matter. Yours, re­ 
spectfully, 
Chas. Dodge. 
Dodge stated that he had gone to IV. S. 
Kendall, one of the owners of the note, 
and had offered to pay the money, but 
Kendall would not accept it, unless Dodge 
would sign the document. 
Defendant 
stated that he could nit, without commit­ 
ting the crime of perjury, sign the affidavit, 
which was as follows: 
This is to certify that I, Charles Dodge, of 
Sacramento, do hereby s’ate aud sign that I at 
one time did go to Chief Di liman, and to various 
other parties, and did n «resent aud state to 
them that W. S. Kendall clii couspire with me 
to roti and murder one E. #1. Simpson. Now I 
hereby retract all of said accusations, and state 
that what I at that time r--presented was talse 
aud untrue in every particular, aud that my 
s)le purpose iu doing said a :t aud making such 
representations was to ext- >rt money from the 
said W. S. Kendall, and iurthermore that lie 
never did conspire with me, or any one else, to 
my knowledge, to rob, cheat jylefraud or murder 
said K. M. Simpson or any other person ; aud 
that I could not. without committing the crime 
of perjury, have sworn to the same. 
Furthermore, I also state that I have circu­ 
lated and bruited round about the county false 
aud untrue reports affecting the character and 
good standing of W. P. Coleman. Now I also 
retract the same aud state that I have never 
been in any |-ositiou to know anything as re­ 
gards him or his affairs or bustoess in any wav, 
aud tiiat, as far as I know, ho is an honorable 
man, and that what I have ever at anytime 
stated to the contrary is false and untrue. I 
also state that I make this affidavit of my owu 
free will and accord. 
Decembers, 1887. 
Doilge also produced a letter written by 
Johnson to Kendall, which dated that $277 
would be .satisfactory, and that Dodge 
would arrange the other mutters relative 
to having the case dismissed in the Police 
Court. 
In relation to it Dodge stated that when 
he went to make the settlement thev de­ 
manded $25 extra, wuicfa Johnson told him 
was to fix Sullivan and Hart, the jailer 
and City Attorney respectively. 
The City Attorney then took the stand, 
and said that he had had no conversation 
with Dodge relative to the matter, and did 
not know what that “fixing business” re­ 
ferred to. He did nothing in the case 
other than till out the complaint which 
was sworn to by A. M. Johnson. 
Mr. Johnson then asked permission to 
take the stund, and explained how Sulii- 
van’s name was mentioned. The City 
Attorney’s name, he stated, was never once 
mentioned. 
The case on both sides rested here, aud 
the Court discharged the defendant.

Y esterday m orning at about 1 o’clock the 
still air was disturbed by t.-.e shrieking oí 
the fire w histle from th e W ater-works 
T he num ber was 02. and al! w ho chanced 
to be aw ake noticed th e heavens in the 
eastern portion of the city brilliantly illu­ 
m inated, 
The U nion B rew ery, situated at 
T w entieth and O streets and ow ned by da 
cob Gebert, proved to be in flames. 
T he 
engines arrived w ith prom ptness, eonsider- 
ering tiic long pull through the mudd_. 
streets, and soon a num ber o f stream s were 
playing on the flames. 
A t first the w ater 
seemed to aid the fire in its m ad career, but 
after a long and hard struggle th e flames 
w ere subdued. 
Q uite a stiff w ind was 
blow ing from the north, and th e flames 
arose over fifty feet in bight. Luckily there 
were no buildings that could be reached. 
H ad th e wind been blow ing from the south 
no doubt a great m any of the houses in that 
portion of the city w ould now he in ashes. 
T he fire was soon got under control and the 
engines left the scene. 
T he large brick 
walls aided greatly in keeping the flames 
from spreading, and even sheds adjoining 
w ere not scorched. 
A bout ninety fifteen- 
gallon kegs of beer w ere lost, and also 
m ost of the m achinery, am ong w hich was 
a costly elevator, cast-iron tanks and other 
expensive m achinery for brewing. 
T he 
w alls appear to be yet in a good condition, 
th e south one being sagged but slightly. A 
large am o u n t of 
barley and hops was 
totally destroyed by w ater and fire. 
A bout 
fifty beer kegs were saved. 
Mr. Gebert 
estim ates his loss at betw een $12,000 and 
$15,000. 
The insurance is in the neighbor­ 
hood of $0,000. 
How the fire originated is 
a m ystery, but th e supposition is th at it 
started in the rooni3 occupied by the em ­ 
ployes of the brew ery.

were not injured in the least.
